Nixon issued the tradition- 
al presidential Thanksgiving 
Day proclamation a week 
ago, calling on Americans to 
offer expressions of grati- 
tude for the country’s bless- 
ings, including the “promise 
of peace” and urging them 
to “embrace the elderly and 
less fortunate as special cel- 
ebrants in the day’s events.” 
With his adviser Henry 
Kissinger currently negotiat- 
ing for a Vietnam cease-fire 
with the North Vietnamese 
in Paris, Nixon said in his 
holiday proclamation: 

“At this Thanksgiving 
time our country can look 
back with special gratitude 
across the events of a year 
which has brought more 
progress toward lasting 
peace than any other year 
or generation past; and we 
can look forward with trust 
in Divine Providence toward 
the opportunities which 
peace will bring.”
